lished in 1986 during the admin- 
istration of Gov.

Appalachian Wireless Deals 
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Sorghum Makin’ In The 
Good Old Days 



Way back in the “good-old-days,” 
Sorghum was used in a lot of 
different ways. 

Most people would buy five 
gallons 
or more, 

Some people would have a lard 
can 

full behind the door. 

We would come to the table in the 
cold winter weather 
And take some sorghum and 
butter 

and mix it together. 

Sorghum and butter was my 
favorite spread. 

And hot biscuits was my favorite 
bread. 

On biscuits, with butter, you 
couldn’t 
beat it. 

But that wasn’t the only way you 
could eat it. 

It was used to sweeten coffee, and 
in cookies or cakes. 

And they also used it in other 
things they’d make. 

Sorghum wasn’t always sold at 
the store. 

It was mostly sold at the mill or 
from 

door to door. 

When I think back on the things 
I’ve done. 

Going to the sorghum mill was a 
whole lot of fun. 

Some people made sorghum at 
night. 

They had a big fire, burning 
bright. 

To keep the fire going they used a 
lot of wood. 

And of course they got it from 
anywhere they could. 

They would drag dead logs from 
off the hill. 

Or maybe get slabs from the saw 
mill. 

The fire was used to heat the 
evaporator. 

I’ll tell you about that a little 
later. 

Some of the cane was stripped in 
the field. 

Some was cut and hauled and 
stripped at the mill. 

Either way was alright I guess. 
Then it was put through a 
mule-powered press. 

The mule pulled the sweep 
’round 
and ’round. 

Iking on cane stalks spread on 
the ground. 

I guess it was an effort not to be 
cruel. 

The stalks made easy walking for 
the mule. 

A woman usually fed the press. 
She wore men’s pants instead of a 
dress. 

As juice was all squeezed out. 

It ran through a pipe connected 
to 

a spout. 

The pipe carried the juice into 
the pan. 

I’ll explain it the best I can. 

At the cool end of the pan the 
juice 

would start. 

Then travel trhough the bars to 
the 

hottest part. 

They would work it through the 
bars as evenly as they could. 
They used a long-handled paddle, 
made of wood. 

The pan is where the juice was 
evaporated.

That is the way sorghum was 
created. 

They used extra help ’till the 
sorghum was all made, 

A few buckets of sorghum is how 
they 

were paid. 

Two gallons of sorghum equaled 
about one day’s pay. 

And as far as I know, it’s still that 
way. 

I like sorghum, it’s good to eat. 
And hot out a pan it can’t be 
beat. 

We would use a stick of any kind, 
A piece of cane stalk was a 
favorite of 
mine. 

A cane stalk or a a paddle made 
of 

wood. 

They would let us eat all of it we 
could. 

Now picture this, if you can. 

We’d lick the paddle off and stick 
it 

back in the pan. 

I don’t know all the scientific 



terms. 

But the heat was supposed to kill 
all the germs. 

I know a place that you ought to 
go. 

West Liberty, Kentucky to the 
Sorghum Show. 

I’ve been there a few times, and 
as I remember. 

They hold it sometime the last of 
September. 

They have arts and crafts and 
plenty 
to eat. 

And they have a sorghum mill 
right 

near Main Street. 

If you’ve never seen sorghum 
made, 

you’ll be amazed. 

It takes me back to the 
“good-old-days.”

Wise Co., Va., board nixes 
agency’s plan to release elk 



Sept. 15 — The Board of Su- 
pervisors in Wise County, Vir- 
ginia, has come out against a pro- 
posal by the state Department of 
Game and Inland Fisheries to 
place elk on reclaimed strip 
mines, but has endorsed the sit- 
ing of electricity-generating wind 
turbines on the county’s 
mountaintops, reports Jodi Deal 
of The Coalfield Progress in 
Norton (the county’s independent 
city, which endorsed the elk 
idea). 

The Virginia coalfield coun- 
ties of Dickenson, Russell, Lee, 
Scott, Buchanan and Tazewell 
have been asked to take a herd 
from the Rocky Mountain Elk 
Foundation, “the same group that 
oversaw an elk restoration 
project in Eastern Kentucky,” 
Deal writes, but Supervisor Steve 
Bates said the animals have al- 
ready crossed into Kentucky’s 
mother state and are causing 
trouble. “I have not heard one 
single positive comment,” Bates 
said. “I’ve had two or three 
people from Pound say, ‘They’re 
already in our town, come down 
here and hunt them if you want 
them’.” Pound Gap is the 
county’s major pass to Kentucky, 
across Pine Mountain. 



“The county’s agricultural 
extension agent, the Wise and 
Dickenson County Farm Bureau 
and a local cattlemen’s organiza- 
tion all offered to gather experts 
to give county supervisors more 
information,” Deal reports, but 
“Supervisors decided the flood of 
opposition they’ve heard to the 
proposal was enough information 
to make a decision. ... Supervi- 
sors echoed citizens’ concerns 
about property damage, disease, 
risk to motorists and lack of food 
for the huge animals.” 

Supervisor Ronnie Short! 
“pointed out that the county has 
invested money in a new agricul- 
tural center on the Wise- 
Dickenson county line — a ven- 
ture that’s proving to be a suc- 
cessful partnership between the 
two counties,” Deal writes. 
“County Administrator Shannon 
Scott pointed out that elk could 
also trample fledgling trees on 
reclaimed surface mines, ham- 
pering reforestation efforts.” 
Others worried about impact on 
vineyards. The Farm Bureau and 
the Coalfield Beef Cattle and 
Land Use Association oppose the 
idea.

New quarters series 
will feature national 
parks in each state 

The U.S. quarter-dollar still 
hasn’t found a long-term design. 
Fresh off the 2008 completion of 
the decade-long program that 
honored each state with its own 
quarter, the U.S. Mint has an- 
nounced a new program that will 
honor 56 national parks or feder- 
ally preserved areas. Environ- 
mental News Service reports. 

The “America the Beautiful 
Quarters Program” will feature 
one national park or preserved 
area from each state and territory. 
The program will begin in April 
2010 with a quarter honoring 
Arkansas’ Hot Springs National 
Park and will continue till 2021, 
ending with Alabama’s Tuskegee 
Airmen National Historic Site. 
The quarters will be released in 
the order the site was placed un- 
der the control of the U.S. gov- 
ernment; Hot Springs became a 
“federal reservation” in 1832, 
four years before Arkansas be- 
came a state. (Read more) 

The Appalachian Mountains 
will receive their fair share of rec- 
ognition, with quarters honoring 
the Cumberland Gap National 
Historical Park in Kentucky, the 
Great Smoky Mountains Na- 
tional Park in Tennessee, the 
White Mountains National For- 
est in New Hampshire and the 
Blue Ridge Parkway in North 
Carolina.

No incentives for 
horse breeders 
cited for ‘soreing’ 

Sept. 9 — Horse breeders’ in- 
centives will exclude those who 
intentionally injure Tennessee 
Walking Horses 

Breeders who intentionally 
injure their Tennessee Walking 
Horses will no longer be eligible 
for benefits from the Kentucky 
Walking Horse Association’s 
breeders incentive fund. The 
Kentucky Horse Racing 
Commission’s new standards 
seek to eliminate the practice of 
“soreing,” intentionally injuring 
a horse to exaggerate its showy 
gait, reports Janet Patton of the 
Lexington Herald-Leader. 

The new guidelines will allow 
the fund, suspended since Feb- 
ruary, to be reinstated, but also 
call for inspectors from one of 
three anti-soreing activist groups 
to be used in determining eligible 
recipients. The Herald-Leader 
and state investigations discov- 
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ered that despite assurances from 
Earl Rogers, head of the KWH A 
incentive fund, a dozen fund re- 
cipients had been cited for viola- 
tions of the federal Horse Protec- 
tion Act in 2008. Rogers would 
not comment to Patton about the 
new regulations. 

Donna Bennefield, adminis- 
trative director of the Horse Pro- 
tection Council, told Patton, “I 
think this is going to be a huge, 
huge incentive to fix a very long 
problem.” Kentucky Horse Rac- 
ing Commissioner Ned Bonnie 
said, “It (new rules) puts Ken- 
tucky in the leadership position 
with respect to how you treat 
horses.”

effort to rid the world of the 
dreaded disease of polio. 
Rotarians have donated $800 mil- 
lion during this 20-year period. 

Since 1985, more than 2 bil- 
lion children have received the 
oral polio vaccine. Reported cases 
have dropped by 99.8 percent 
from 350,000 in 1988 to fewer 
than 2,000 a year today. Only four 
countries, Afghanistan, India, 
Nigeria and Pakistan have re- 
ported cases today. 

The Bill and Melinda Gates 
Foundation recently awarded 
Rotary a $355 million grant for 
the Polio Plus Fund. In return. 
Rotary International is committed 
to raising $200 million by June 
30, 2012. 

Governor McEvoy has set sup- 
port for the polio project as Dis- 
trict 6740 ’s number one goal. 
Each of the 42 clubs in our dis- 
trict has been challenged to spon- 
sor one fundraising project to 
raise funds for this worldwide ef- 
fort. He also defined as goals 
member recruitment and reten- 
tion, to stress Rotary’s goal of ser- 
vice to others and to increase the 
public image and accomplish- 
ments of Rotary. 

Danny McKenzie was our 
guest speaker in August. He gave 



an informative talk on the scout- 
ing program in Morgan County, 
specifically Cub Scout Pack 111 
and Boy Scout Troop 109. He 
shared with us the many differ- 
ent badges and awards that can be 
earned by scouts. 

Danny has been involved with 
scouting since childhood. He and 
other parents donate many hours 
to the program. Danny discussed 
the various programs offered to 
the scouts by Boys Scouts of 
America, and the many changes 
that have evolved since he first 
became involved. He stressed the 
need for people in all professions 
to help scouts earn badges by 
teaching them about different vo- 
cations, hobbies and crafts. 

Anyone who is interested in 
teaching about a specific badge 
can contact any parent involved 
in the program. We appreciate 
Danny and his contributions to 
our community, and his willing- 
ness to share this information 
with the West Liberty Rotary 
Club. 

The West Liberty Rotary Club 
is young in relation to other or- 
ganizations in our community.

We were able to fund five schol- 
arships (four were matched by 
Morehead State University) to 
graduating seniors from Morgan 
County High School this year 
with proceeds from our annual 
golf tournament in May. 

We also joined with other 
clubs to fund a clean water project 
for an orphanage in Cambodia. 

One of our most enjoyable 
events is the annual dinner and 
party for residents of the West 
Liberty Nursing Home. 

Rotary stresses ethics in deter- 
mining how Rotary Clubs are run 
and how individual members con- 
duct themselves. The four way 
test reminds us to be aware of the 
things that we think, say or do: 

1) Is it the TRUTH? 

2) Is it FAIR to all concerned. 

3) Will it build GOOD WILL 
and BETTER FRIENDSHIPS? 

4) Will it be BENEFICIAL to 
all concerned.

Sign-up for 
new Conservation 
Stewardship Pgm. 

LEXINGTON, Ky„ Aug. 6- 
Tom Perrin, USDA’s Natural Re- 
sources Conservation Service 
(NRCS) State Conservationist in 
Kentucky, announced recently 
that a sign-up period has been an- 
nounced for the new Conserva- 
tion Stewardship Program (CSP). 
The program was authorized by 
the Food, Conservation, and En- 
ergy Act of 2008 (2008 Farm 
Bill). 

CSP is a voluntary program 
that encourages agricultural and 
forestry producers to maintain 
existing conservation activities 
and adopt additional ones on their 
operations. 

Unlike the Conservation Se- 
curity Program under the 2002 
Farm Bill which was available 
only in designated watersheds, 
the new Conservation Steward- 
ship Program is available state- 
wide. Interested land users may 
submit an application beginning 
August 10, 2009, at their local 
USDA Service Center. Although 
applications will be accepted on 
a continuous basis, a ranking cut- 
off has been scheduled for Sep- 
tember 30, 2009. To apply for the 
new program, potential partici- 
pants will be encouraged to use a 
self- screening checklis t first to 
determine whether the new pro- 
gram is suitable for them or their 
operation. It will be available on 
NRCS website and at NRCS field 
offices. After self- screening, the 
producer’s current and proposed 
conservation practices are en- 
tered in the conservation mea- 
surement tool (CMT). This tool 
estimates the level of environ- 
mental performance to be 
achieved by a producer imple- 
menting and maintaining conser- 
vation activity. The conservation 
performance estimated by the 
CMT will be used to rank appli- 
cations. 

NRCS field staff also will con- 
duct on-site field verifications of 
applicants’ information obtained 
from the CMT. Once the poten- 
tial participant has been field 
verified and approved for fund- 
ing, he or she must develop a con- 
servation stewardship plan.

Cougars take on Leslie County 
in Sorghum Bowl

Morgan County will take the 
field Friday night looking to end 
a 14-year Sorghum Bowl losing 
streak as the Cougars play host 
to Leslie County at Herdman 
Field. 

It will mark yet another con- 
trast of styles with Morgan’s ball- 
controlled, double-wing offense 
going up against the Eagles’ 
spread-the-field passing game. 
Coach Brian Turner likes his 
team’s chances to get its second 
win of the season Friday. 

“We’re looking forward to 
ending another losing streak,” 
Turner said on Tuesday. “If we’d 
taken care of the football, we 
could be 3-1 right now. Our guys 



are ready to line up Friday night 
and give it another shot. And we 
feel we’re good enough to get a 
win.” 

Morgan will have to play 
without quarterback Jared Curd, 
who broke his right thumb dur- 
ing a tackling drill this week. 
This comes after Curd recovered 
from a broken left thumb suffered 
during the pre-season. But there 
is a bit of good news with the 
expected return of Mitchell 
Harvey, who sustained an ankle 
injury in the loss to Magoffin 
County. 

It’s obviously a plus to get 
Mitchell back,” said the Cougar 
head coach. “Our only concern 
is with his conditioning and how 
quickly he can get up to game 



speed.” 

Folks attending the Sorghum 
Bowl should plan to get there a 
little early. MCHS will honor its 
1987 team during pre-game cer- 
emonies set at 7:05 p.m. It was 
22 years ago that the team began 
the season at 0-4 before beating 
an undefeated Whitesburg team 
on the road in triple overtime. It 
was the first of six straight wins 
for Morgan as the team closed 
out its first winning campaign in 
four years. 

And speaking of winning, the 
Cougars’ junior varsity, fresh- 
man, and middle school teams all 
remain undefeated. The junior 
varsity team scored wins over 
East Ridge and Estill County last 
weekend.

As you have already figured 
out. Mountain Gospel has been 
off the air. On Thursday, August 
20, Mountain Gospel experi- 
enced a major equipment failure 
that forced Mountain Gospel 99.9 
EM off the air. We miss our lis- 
teners and our daily connection 
with you. We miss ministering to 
your needs, taking your song re- 
quests, and even praying with 
you over the telephone. 

Be assured, we at Mountain 
Gospel are working feverishly to 
get back on the air. The Moun- 
tain Gospel Board of Directors 
met on August 25, and made 
plans to resume broadcasting. We 
are taking the following steps in 
order to serve you, our listeners, 
with the quality Christian music 
and programs that you expect 
from us. 

Mountain Gospel AM 730 has 
been off the air since December, 
2008. On August 26, a faithful 
listener hand-delivered a $1000 
check. We rejoiced in that gift, 
and used it to order a mica ca- 
pacitor for Mountain Gospel AM 
730. Mountain Gospel AM 730 
will soon be back on the air from 
daylight to dark! On September 
8, Mountain Gospel 99.9 EM re- 
sumed limited broadcasting at 
‘low power’. You can hear us if 
you are in about a 15 mile radius 
of the station.
